LETTER TO FATHER FROM 
SOLDIER SON 


409th Fighter Squadron, 
Pollock Army Air Field, 
Alexandria, Louisiana, 
June 28, 1944 

Dear Dad: 

Well, I told you that I was going 
to answer that letter one of these 
days so here I am. We really have had 
some terrible weather here lately. The 
temperature all this week has ranged 
from 90-100. They say it.is the hottest 
June they have ever witnessed here 
in Louisiana, but this afternoon we 
finally got a good shower. In fact, it 
has just quit raining. 

How are you getting’ along here 
lately? I’m just fine, all except I’m 
terribly homesick for some reason. I 
will really be glad when this thing is 
over so I can come home to Stay. 
There’s nothing wrong with this 
camp, as far as I’m concerned. The 
boys don’t like it because there’s not 
much entertainment here. The only 
thing that I don’t like about it is it’s 
so far from town, about sixteen miles 
to be exact. 

I’m still trusting in the Lord and 
really enjoying it too. I went to the 
Assembly of God Church last Sunday, 
only a small church. I was really sur- 
prised when I walked in, to fird out 
most of the people there were soldiers, 
only a couple of civilians. One of the 
boys from my outfit was there, has 
been seeking the Holy Ghost. I was 
thinking for a while that I was the 
only Christian in the whole outfit. 

You know, most of the boys, when 
they first come into the Army, don’t 
use God’s name in vain as much as 
they do after they stay in for a while. 
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They hear other boys saying other 
words so they pick them up and start 
using them. That goes on from day 
to day. - 


If we had an army of Christians, 
this war would have already been 
over with—just an army to pray, they 
wouldn’t need to worry about any 
weapons. We wouldn’t be doing as 
good as we are now if it were not for 
some of these praying mothers. 


You know, you never know what is 
going to happen from day to day, so 
if anything ever happens to meI want 
you to get the rest of the family ready 
for that home on the other shore. 





You won’t have any pains over there. 
You know it’s going to be wonderful 
and I don’t won’t to leave any of the 
family behind. In my prayers I re- 
member Marion most of all. I really 
would be happy if he would give his 
heart to the Lord. Every time you 
pray, pray that I’ll just get closer to 
Him, that is what we all need to do. 

You know I don’t see how I treated 
the Lord this way all my life, by liv- 
ing for the devil. I’m on that track to 
glory now and I intend to stay there 
until I die.

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THE VIRGIN BIRTH OF CHRIST 


Our Faith, Hope, and Future 
Depend on the Divinity of 
His Birth 
Text: “Behold, a virgin shall be 
with child, and shall bring forth a 
son, and they shall call his name 
Emmanuel, which being interpreted 
is, God with us. Then Joseph being 
raised from sleep did as the angel of 
the Lord had bidden him, and took 
unto him his wife: And knew her not 
till she had brought forth her first- 
born son; and he called his name 

JESUS.” Matt. 1:23-25. 

During the ministry of Christ, the 
people were mystified at His words, 
life, and power. No man ever spoke 
words like Him. No man ever lived 
like Him. No man ever manifested 
such power as He. 

His birth was also very mysterious. 
He might have been accused of being 
an illegitimate child, but His works 
and power were so great that no man 
could deny His divinity and relation- 
ship with God and heaven. 

I wish to quote from the Scriptures, 
which will explain better than my 
own words. The birth of Jesus was on 
this wise. “And in the sixth month 
the angel Gabriel was sent from God 
unto a city of Galilee, named Naza- 
reth, to a virgin espoused to a man 
whose name was Joseph, of the house 
of David; and the virgin’s name was 
Mary. And the angel came in unto 
her, and said, Hail, thou that art 
highly favoured, the Lord is with 
thee: blessed art thou among women. 
And when she saw him, she was trou- 
bled at his saying, and cast in her 
mind what manner of salutation this 
should be. And the angel said unto 
her, Fear not, Mary: for thou hast 
found favour with God. And behold, 
thou shalt conceive in thy womb, and 
bring forth a son, and shalt call his 
name Jesus. He shall be great, and 
shall be called the Son of the Highest: 
and the Lord God shall give unto him 
the throne of his father David: And 
he shall reign over the house of Jacob 
for ever. And of his kingdom there 
shall be no end. Then said Mary unto 
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the angel, How shall this be, seeing I 
know not a man? And the angel an- 
swered and said unto her, The Holy 
Ghost shall come upon thee, and the 
power of the Highest shall overshadow 
thee: therefore also that holy thing 
which shall be born of thee shall be 
called the Son of God,” Luke 1:26-35. 

To deny the virgin birth of the Son 
of God would be equivalent to denying 
the Holy Scriptures, and if we deny 
the Scriptures we become infidels. 
The holy, sinless life of Christ on 
earth was and still is sufficient evi- 
dence to offset any skeptical argu- 
ment against the divine conception 
and birth of our Lord. His words of 
wisdom, miracles, and power were un- 
deniable by His enemies. Neither yet 
has any one offered evidence to dis- 
credit the story set forth in the Holy 
Scriptures about Him. The Christian 
is therefore safe in believing the vir- 
gin birth of Christ until His enemies 
produce substantial evidence to deny 
it. This they cannot do, for they tried 
nearly two thousand years and failed. 

Since there is no evidence to dis- 
credit the Bible story, we will believe 
that God was the Father of the son of 
Mary whose name was Jesus. Jesus 
was no kin to Joseph. And Joseph was 
good enough and had faith in God 
to believe that his wife’s son was the 
Son of God, and before He was born 
Joseph was not willing to make his 
wife a public example and put her 
away privily. Quoting from Matt. 1: 
20,21, “But while he thought on these 
things, behold, the angel of the Lord 
appeared unto him in a dream, say- 
ing, Joseph, thou son of David, fear 
not to take unto thee Mary thy wife: 
for that which is conceived in her is 
of the Holy Ghost. And she shall bring 
forth a son, and thou shalt call his 
name JESUS: for he shall save his 
people from their sins.” 

Christ is God and man combined in 
one, both human and divine. Gabriel 
said that He was the Son of God. 
When Christ was baptized in water 
God spoke from heaven, recognizing 
Him as His Son, “Thou art my be- 
loved Son, in thee I am well pleased.” 
Jesus Himself said, “I am the Son of 


God.” He was revealed unto Peter by 
the Spirit as the Son of God, and all 
the apostles called Him the Son of 
God. His enemies recognized Him as 
the Son of God. Even the very demons 
themselves called Him the Son of 
God. As He died on the cross the cen- 
turion said, “Truly we have crucified 
the Son of God.” 

In that familiar verse, John 3:16, 
“For God so loved the world, that he 
gave his only begotten Son, that who- 
soever believeth in him should not 
perish, but have everlasting life,” 
notice the three words ONLY BEGOT- 
TEN SON. God had other sons but 
they were not begotten of woman. 
Adam was his son, but he was created 
from the dust of the earth. All Chris- 
tians are His sons and daughters, but 
are sons and daughters by adoption. 
Christ was His ONLY BEGOTTEN 
SON. 

Christ is referred to in the Scrip- 
tures as the Son of God, also the Son 
of man. He was the Son of God be- 
cause He was begotten of God. He was 
the son of man because He was born 
of woman, and is referred to in the 
New Testament about as often as the 
“Son of man” as the “Son of God.” On 
many occasions He called Himself the 
Son of man. Luke referred to Him as 
the Son of man come to seek and to 
save that which was lost. And 
in many other terms He is referred to 
as the Son of man. Adam was not the 
son of man, because man had nothing 
to do with making him. He was the 
created son of God. But Christ was 
both the Son of God, and the Son of 
man because He was begotten of God, 
and born of woman. 


Jesus Christ, being both human 
and divine, is qualified to be the true 
Savior of men. As human He under- 
stands our natures, and sympathizes 
with us in our weakness and sorrows, 
bringing us nearer unto God. His di- 
vinity makes Him all powerful, loving, 
and a sympathetic Savior; able and 
willing to defend us before our enemy, 
to subdue temptations, and deliver 
from all sin, and bring the whole 
Church to complete and final victory.

reading without comment in the 
state’s public schools.

The Church in Perilous Times 


The attack of the Communists on 
the Church in Russia some few years 
ago, followed by Hitler’s attack against 
the Church in Germany prior to and 
during the present war, coupled with 
opposition from the Catholic Church 
toward Protestantism in the Latin 
Americas, and the very fact that 
there is less interest from day to day 
in true religion, the Church is facing 
“perilous times” in which men are 
lovers of themselves more than lovers 
of God. It is, therefore, a day in which 
evil men and seducers are waxing 
worse and worse, deceiving and being 
deceived. Nevertheless those who put 
on the whole armor of God will find 
occasion to stand and to glorify God 
in a time of declension.

Papal Sympathy 

Along with the above, let it be re- 
membered that according to editors 
of Evangelical Christian, during the 
“dark days of 1940,” when Hitler’s 
bombers, “with those of Italy, were 
blasting away at cities and towns of 
Britain and causing death and de- 
struction everywhere, the Papacy was 
silent. There was no word of sympathy 
then for the people of Britain. Mus- 
solini was ‘this man of God’ and Hit- 
ler was, and still is, a ‘faithful’ son of 
the Church.” History abounds with 
the slaughter of Protestants during 
every century of Catholic reign. 
Though the Catholic Church has in 
some sense suffered during the pres- 
ent war, the squeeze of the Protestant 
Church by Mussolini and Hitler may 
have been gratifying to the Vatican. 
It would not be surprising, therefore, 
if these slayers found refuge under 
the wings of the Pope.

Time reported last week that “Pal- 

estine’s new High Commissioner, Field 


Marshal Lord Gort, drove ceremonial- 
ly through Jerusalem’s _ tortuous, 
tipped-up streets. Crowds shouted (in 
Hebrew) ‘Shalom’; (in Arabic) ‘Sa- 
laam.’ Both words meant peace. But 
the words were only words: the Holy 
Land was tense again with trouble. 
Jews and Arabs had given up open 
fighting for the duration. But through 
the Palestine censorship, tightest in 
the Middle East, trickled tales of 
Jewish terrorism against the British

Is This the Truth? 


The American Civil Liberties Union 
has filed a suit in the United States 
Court of Appeals on behalf of Jack 
W. Tucker, “conscientious objector.” 
The brief charged that forced labor 
without pay is a price paid for re- 
ligious belief in wartime which is a 
“totalitarian” measure. A decision in 
this case will affect some 7,000. The 
brief further charged that CO’s under 
the present forced labor system ad- 
minister under Selective Service, “are 
relegated to a status lower than pris- 
oners of war, lower than interned 
enemy aliens, or even convicted crim- 
inals, all of whom are paid for their 
work, and this inferior status is im- 
posed on them solely and exclusively 
by administrative fancy without any 
legislative mandate.” 
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The Stewardship of Time

Readings: 1 Peter 1:13-21; Romans 
13:8-14; Ephesians 5:15-21. 

The true Christian, recognizing that 
he is not his own, he is bought with 
a price, would also agree, if he 
thought about it, that all he has he 
holds merely as a steward, and that 
one day he must give an account of 
his stewardship; this would include 
the matter of how he had spent his 
time. 

This article will deal in a general 
way with the stewardship of time. 


I. FIRST, THEN, CONSIDER THE 
MATTER OF PASSING THE 
TIME 


1. “Pass the time of your sojourn- 
ing here in fear,” 1 Peter 1:17. We 
must all “pass the time.” Out of the 
past we come, out of the future comes 
times; we meet and it is present. But 
time will not stay for us, and as we 
look, perchance with loving eyes upon 
its present guise, the present has be- 
come the past, and has gone forever. 

2. We must pass the time of our so- 
journing. The word comes from an old 
French root, meaning “to stay for a 
day.” There is no permanence in the 
present; our life is but a little day; 
how quickly it is gone! 

3. We must pass the time of our 
sojourning here. Our environment and 
circumstances may largely differ, yet 
it is true of us all that we must pass 
the time of our sojourning here in a 
world beautiful in the main, but where 
beauty is passing, a world whose in- 
habitants are alienated from the life 
of God through sin, and whose hearts 
are hostile to Him. 

4. We should pass the time of our 
sojourning here in fear. This is not the 
“fear which hath torment”; but which 
takes knowledge of our weakness and 
the strong temptations which abound. 
It is the fear of falling into sin, the 
fear of missing the purpose of our 
life, the wholesome “emotion of men 
who know themselves too well to be 
confident, and know the world too 
well to be daring and presumptuous.” 

We shall consider next the question 
_ we 
II. “KNOWING THE TIME” 

“And that, knowing the _ time,” 
Rom. 13:11. 

1. We should know the course of the 
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time. The late Bishop Moule trans- 
lates the word “season,” and then in 
further explanation describes it as 
“the growing crisis.” Our lot is cast in 
a time that is growing to the crisis of 
our salvation, “the immortal issue of 
the whole saving process.” 

And this Scripture clearly implies 
that this time is not merely leading 
up to, but is chose upon, the crisis 
hour. 

2. We should know the character of 
the time. 

Spiritually it is “night”; men’s 
hearts are alienated from God. Moral- 
ly it is “darkness”; not only is ignor- 
ance of God appalling, but with that 
ignorance go “the works of darkness.” 
Open sin, such as “rioting and drunk- 
enness”; secret sin, as “chambering 
and wantonness”’; natural sin, as 
“strife and envying,” and (like people 
sleeping) dangerous indifference has 
settled upon mankind. 

3. And, keeping to this scripture, 
our conduct during the time can be 
summed up in three words: 

(a) Wake! Keep awake, lest we im- 
peril our souls. 

(b) Walk! We are to “walk honest- 
ly.” Our lives must give to close 
scrutiny the hallmark of Christian 
sincerity. 

(c) War! In these dark crisis hours 
we are to be pressing the battle to the 
gate; casting off the works of dark- 
ness, we are to put on the armor of 
light. 

We may recollect that this is the 
passage that meant so much to Au- 
gustine. “Take and read! Take and 
read!” So he heard children’s voices 
calling in the garden at Milan. He took 
again a copy of the Epistles, and his 
eye falling upon this scripture, he 
read; and with such far-reaching ef- 
fect! 

And to us the Spirit’s voice may say 
of this same text: “Take and read! 
Take and read!” May we in like man- 
ner respond, and putting on the Lord 
Jesus Christ, be armed against all 
evil; and so far as the flesh is con- 
cerned use in our warfare the method 
of blockade: we must starve it out. 
“Make not provision for the flesh.” 

III. Finally we will consider that 
we are expected to be 





REDEEMING THE TIME 

“Redeeming the time, because the 
days are evil” (Eph. 5:16). 

The words have a commercial value, 
and the image is that of a merchant 
who, seeing an excellent opportunity 
of increasing his capital, buys it up. 

We are therefore to watch for op- 
portunities of increasing our capital, 
or, in other words, of fulfilling the 
chief end of our life—to glorify God. 
“Whatsoever ye do... do all to the 
glory of God” (1 Cor. 10:31). 

The rest of this paper will direct at- 
tention more particularly to that 
which concerns 

OUR LEISURE HOURS 

The main part of our life is clearly 
mapped out for us. 

If we are employees our time is 
not our own, our employer has 
bought it at the price of our salary. 
To waste our employer’s time is as 
dishonest, virtually, as to take money 
from his till. 

If we are ourselves employers, oth- 
ers are dependent upon us, and to 
waste our time will mean that others 
as well as ourselves will suffer. 

If we are at school or college, or 
going through some course at the 
expense of our parents, guardians, or 
others, we waste their money if we 
waste our time. 

I wish to acknowledge my indebted- 
ness to F. C. Spurr’s helpful book on 
the subject of leisure, for the main 
ideas which follow. 

1. The idea of leisure. The word 
comes from the Latin, “licere,” to be 
lawful; and the idea of leisure is to 
be at liberty to act according to 
choice; it is opportunity to be free to 
follow our own inclinations. The way 
we use our leisure is a fairly sure in- 
dication of our character. 

2. The offspring of leisure. It may 
be likened to a mother, and the names 
we give to her offspring reveal to us 
what leisure is, or is meant to be: 

(a) Recreation, i. e. a re-creation. 
The restoration to normal power after 
the draining of our nervous forces in 
mental and physical labor. 

(b) Diversion, something intended 
to turn the attention of the mind to 
another quarter. 

(c) Relaxation, a loosening back, a 
lessening of the strain. 

(d) Refreshment, a freshening up. 

(e) Holidays, which means “health 
days,” a time by which we become 
“hale” again.

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Papal Sympathy... 


Dr. Bernard Griffin, the Archbishop 
of Westminster, paid a recent visit to 
the Pope. On his return to England he 
brought with him a letter from the 
head of the Papacy to the people of 
England. When Hitler rode upon the 
crest of the wave in the dark days of 
1940 and his bombers, with those of 
Italy, were blasting away at cities and 
towns of Britain and causing death 
and destruction everywhere, the 
Papacy was silent. There was no word 
of sympathy then for the people of 
Britain. Mussolini was “this man of 
God” and Hitler was—and still is, a 
“faithful” son of the church. Surely 
the people of Britain must have 
laughed in derision as they read the 
following message from the Pope that 
Dr. Griffin delivered to them: 

“We exhort you to bear your trials 
with Christian resignation and forti- 
tude, and also with Christian senti- 
ments of forgiveness, charity, and 
mercy, so that God may reward in 
you what the world will admire in 
you—an example of magnanimity in- 
spired by the spirit of Christ’s gospel 
—and thus the present severe trials 
will bring forth for you and your fel- 
lowsufferers fruits of expiation and 
amendment, of spiritual elevation and 
of eternal life.” 

After the five years of suffering 
through which the people of Britain 
have passed, after the blood, the 
sweat and tears that. have been 
theirs, after all the horrors they have 
endured that the flame of liberty, 
truth and justice might be kept alive 
in the world, to be told now by the 
Pope that they should endure their 
trials “with Christian resignation and 
fortitude” must surely be the world’s 
choicest piece of irony. One is remind- 
ed of Dr. Johnson’s words to Lord 
Chesterfield about looking with un- 
concern upon a man struggling for 
life in the water and when he reaches 


ground encumbering him with help. 
Britain pursued her lonely way 
through the darkest days of her his- 
tory without one word of sympathy, or 
one smile of encouragement from the 
Papacy. Now, when the dark cloud has 
passed and the night of the agony 
over they have little need to be en- 
cumbered with Papal sympathy. Had 
it been early it had been kind, but it 
has been delayed until they are in- 
different and cannot receive it, until 
they are mighty and do not need it, 
until they are victorious and do not 
want it. 
Condemns Pope 

After the foregoing editorial had 
been written the following despatch 
appeared in one of the Toronto daily 
newspapers. We are glad to see that 
some prominent churchmen !)>ve the 
courage of their convictions and are 
not afraid to express them. The des- 
patch reads: 

London, Sept. 20—The Bishop of 
Chelmsford, writing in the Chelms- 
ford Diocesan Chronicle, today criti- 
cized the Pope for urging Londoners 
to show a Christian forgiveness for 
Germans. 

“Tt is difficult to remember a sin- 
gle word from the Pope in condemna- 
tion of the Nazis when they swept 
London with destruction,” the bishop 
wrote. 

“The plain fact is that Vatican 
politics are anti-democratic. The best 
interests of the Church, according to 
the Roman view, are served by a 
government which approximates a 
dictatorship, particularly if, as in 
Spain, the dictator is himself a Ro- 
man Catholic.” 

The bishop also said there is “wide- 
spread uneasiness lest the Vatican 
authorities succeed in having a say in 
the peace settlement.”—Evangelical 
Christian.

Much is being said about the rap- 
ture, and the tribulation. Notice God’s 
blessings to those who watch and 
pray always. Jesus spoke these words 
after a discourse concerning the de- 
struction of Jerusalem and the signs 
of His coming, etc. Just a short time 
before He was to be crucified He gave 
His disciples the signs of His coming, 
both to catch away His saints and to 
reign a thousand years.

A great church states- 
man recently declared that “It has 
never been a matter of securing young 
life for mission service. The problem 
has always been the getting of 
money to send them.” Nor has it been 
that we have been unable to do so.

It is now our time to enrich 
ourselves by calling for a united front 
of both laymen and ministers to go 
forward with the gospel of Christ on 
both home and mission fields.

FROM BRITISH HONDURAS 

“We left our headquarters in Belize, 
British Honduras, on September 19. 
It was a day and night’s journey by 
small boat to the Island of Ruatan, 
140 miles away. Ruatan is the largest 
of the Bay Islands, located forty miles 
off the coast of Spanish Honduras. 
The Island is three miles wide, twenty- 
seven miles long, and has a population 
of 3,000. 

“First, we landed in French Harbor 
and preached there one week. Then, 
they began calling us from all over 
the Island, from every little town and 
village. We went up the coast nine 
miles by small boat (the only means 
of transportation) to Jones Vill where 
we preached one week in each place, 
and every night of the week. The 
churches were packed and great num- 
bers stood outside. 

“From there we took another small 
boat to Coxen Hole, eighteen miles up 
the coast. This is the capital and port 
of entry of this island. It is the only 
town where they have electric lights 
which burn until 10 p. m. God gave us 
a great revival here. We preached 
three weeks, eighty-two people were 
saved, and the whole town was stirred 
for God. We have never seen people 
as hungry for the gospel. Each night 
the crowd grew larger and larger. They 
came for miles. Women came four or 
five miles through the mud and rain, 
carrying their babies. The people car- 
ried stools and chairs and packed the 
aisles and the platform. 


“One night a man came to the altar 
and prayed through. When he got up 
he told us that God had saved him 
from being a murderer. 

“We were called to a home to pray 
for a woman who had tuberculosis. 
She was very weak but gave her heart 
to the Lord and was wondrously 
saved. We prayed for her and God 
healed her. That was on Thursday. On 
Saturday she did a big washing, the 
first she had been able to do for eight 
months, and on Sunday she walked 
one-half mile to be baptized in water. 
She is feeling fine. Praise God from 
whom all blessings flow. The people 
loved us so on this island. Two differ- 
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ent people offered us property to build 
a home on if we would stay with them. 

“During this revival they tried to 
have a dance but no one came. Every- 
one went to church. There was a 
theatre in town and in the third week 
of the revival the theatre man said 
that since these new preachers had 
come to town, he did not have anv 
audience. Everyone was going to 
church. So he sold his show and

moved out of town. Praise the Lord! 
This is the first time we ever got the 
devil on the run and actually ran 
him out of town. 

“Tt is the rainy season here. The 
boats did not run for three weeks be- 
cause of the rough waters. Finally, we 
got a small boat (last Saturday) for 
La Ceiba, a forty-mile overnight trip. 
The water was very rough. When we 
arrived here the sea was too rough for 
the boat to dock so they loaded us on 
a small dorey and brought us to the 
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wharf where we had to climb a high, 
steep ladder. We had just gotten off 
on the dock when a big wave turned 
the boat over and spilled our baggage. 
One piece of our baggage was sinking 
but a man dived for it and got it. 
What a mess! We were thankful to 
escape with our lives. The Lord is 
good. 

“Sunday night we preached in a 
Methodist church and He gave us 
twenty souls. They are calling for us 
on the Island of Utilla. If the weather 
permits, we plan to go there the first 
of the week. It is eighteen miles from 
here. There are no cars or bicycles on 
any of these islands. We are going to 
try to establish a work on this 
island as there is no holiness church 
there. There are five holiness churches 
on the Island of Ruatan and they are 
all looking toward the Church of God. 

“As soon as we are finished on Util- 
la, we are going to the Island of Bon- 
noca for a meeting. That is seventy- 
five miles from here. Please pray for 
us as the harvest is ripe and the 
laborers are few.—yYours for souls, 
Fred and Lucille Litton.”

THE BIBLE IN HUMAN RELA- 
TIONSHIP 

Surveys show that the Bible is be- 
ing read by more people today than 
ever before. The war is, of course, re- 
sponsible. Families at home, men on 
the fighting fronts and prisoners of 
war need faith to see them through. 
But what about tomorrow? Will the 
truths of the Bible now being absorbed 
by more millions than ever change 
human relationships so that “peace 
on earth, good-will towards men” will 
really prevail? 

Dr. Francis C. Stifler, editorial sec- 
retary of the American Bible Society, 
says “there is no better instrumen- 
tality to speed the rehabilitation of 
bleeding Europe than the Bible.” The 
best things in American life spring 
from it. The founding fathers who 
built: the framework of the republic 
were nursed and reared on the Bible 
and wove the wisdom and love of hu- 
manity gleaned from it into the fabric 
of our society. 

When human relationships clash in 
bitter struggle and in war, it is be- 
cause the teachings of the Bible have 
been ignored. 

Daniel Webster once said: “If we 
abide by the principles taught in the 
Bible, our country will go on prosper- 
ing and to prosper, but if we and our

posterity neglect its instruction and 
authority, no man can tell how sudden 
a catastrophe may overwhelm our 
glory in profound obscurity.” 

While to the casual observer busi- 
ness and the Bible seem an insoluble 
mixture, a study of the lives of some 
of our business giants reveals the 
steady influence of the Bible. John 
Wanamaker, founder of a famous de- 
partment store, was a lifelong student 
of the Bible and a man who earnestly 
sought to guide big business by it. 
A half century ago, he stated with 
remarkable insight: 

“I cannot too greatly emphasize the 
importance and value of Bible study 
—more important than ever before in 
these days of uncertainties, when men 
and women are apt to decide questions 
from the standpoint of expediency 
rather than upon the eternal princi- 
ples laid down by God Himself.” 

How quickly international cartels 
and monopolies would vanish if other 
business leaders followed Mr. Wana- 
maker’s profound advice. 

Wherever the Bible has gone, Dr. 
Stifler points out, men’s way of living 
has had to change: 

“They abandon their dirty huts and 
build decent homes. They begin to 
cleanse both their bodies and their 
minds. They begin to sing new songs. 


They develop new arts—they are on 
the march to the rich human heritage 
which God intended for them.” 

This noted Bible authority and 
Christian leader believes that the bet- 
ter world of tomorrow must have its 
roots in the home—the kind of home 
in which the Bible has.an exalted 
place. His words are worth remember- 
ing: 

“If the world for which we are 
struggling now is to be a world where 
righteousness shall prevail under dem- 
ocratic rule, the common man, who is 
the ultimate ruler, must know some- 
thing about the sources of the free- 
doms he would enjoy. These freedoms 
are essentially religious. They have 
never been successfully propagated 
apart from the popular use of the Bi- 
ble. The only place in the present set- 
up of our American life where the Bi- 
ble can be effectively used to this end 
is in the home. The hope of the future 
of the world appears then, to be in- 
vested in the wider use of the Bible in 
the home. It is God’s instrument by 
which men may be empowered to re- 
sist evil, do good, love their neighbor, 
build happy homes, strengthen na- 
tions, achieve peace and usher in the 
Kingdom for which our Savior taught 
us to pray.”

(f) Amusements, the musings of 
the mind. These are to give us the 
opportunity of musing or reflecting 
upon things we might otherwise miss 
in the rush of life. 

How different is the general idea 
of what amusement is! These words, 
taken together, embody the true idea 
and purpose of leisure, and conse- 
quently we may see how important is 
the injunction, “Redeem the time”— 
“Buy up the opportunity.” 

3. The opportunity of leisure. Lei- 
sure, aS well as life’s working hours, 
affords us opportunity of increasing 
our capacity for and efficiency in 
glorifying God. Since we are not our 
own it would be well for us without 
getting ourselves into bondage, to let 
this principle regulate our leisure 
hours. 

(a) Leisure is an opportunity for 
the cultivation of the spirit. 

It is absolutely vital that some part 
of the day be given to the study of 
the Word and prayer. Neglect of this 
must surely lead to backsliding. We 
do not refer to that limited portion 
and prayer before we leave our room 
in the morning and before we fall 
asleep at night, but to some definite 
part of the day, early or late, set aside 
for this particular purpose. We must 
each decide for ourselves as to the 
best time for us. We cannot lay down 
the law for one another. 

(b) Leisure is an opportunity for 
the cultivation of the mind. It may be 
that the lives of so many are occu- 
pied in brain-work, that the best way 
in which their minds can be cultivat- 
ed in leisure hours is by freedom from 
serious thought. But most employ 
some part of their time for relaxation 
in reading, and two remarks may 
be made on this head: 

1. Read only the best books. Some 
books are ennobling, others are de- 
grading. Read the best. 

2. If we are brain workers, it will 
be our wisdom to read books in our 
leisure hours which are away from 
the general trend of our thinking. It 
is bad for the mind to be always upon 
one thing; leisure can provide the 
opportunity for diversion. 

(c) Leisure affords an opportunity 
for cultivation of the body. Speaking 
broadly, to be really efficient in life 
a healthy body does appear to be es- 
sential as well as a healthy mind; 
though we do admit that the Lord’s 
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grace can and often does make up 
for bodily weakness. 

However, as far as we are able, time 
should be taken, and is well spent, in 
the cultivation of the body. The 


Scripture recognizes this. “Bodily 
exercise profiteth a little” (1 Tim. 
4:8). 


But bodily exercise must be com- 
pletely under control, otherwise it 
will fail in its purpose. 

So may the use of our leisure hours, 
whether in the cultivation of the 
spirit, mind, or body, be made to 
serve the one end of our glorifying 
God: then shall we be redeeming the 
time and become vessels meet for the 
indwelling and filling of the Holy 
Spirit, and therefore for the Master’s 
use. 

In giving his rectorial address to 
students at St. Andrews University, 
the late Mr. W. E. Gladstone recom- 
mended “thrift of time’; this, he said, 
would repay them with usury beyond 
their expectations. 

May we close with a quotation 
from Dr. Alexander MacLaren? “Time 
is the lackey of eternity and the 
chamberlain that opens the Kingdom 
of God ... Life is ours, mainly in or- 
der that, by faith in Jesus Christ, we 
should struggle and do; and by strug- 
gle, by sorrows, and by all that befalls 
us, should grow like Him, and so be 
fitted for the calm joys of that place 
where the throb of the pendulum has 
ceased and the hours are stable and 
eternal.” 

So, passing the time in holiness, 
knowing the time in hope, may we be 
redeeming the time in a healthy en- 
deavor that spirit, soul, and body shall 
be preserved blameless unto the com- 
ing of our Lord Jesus Christ. And so 
in a growing conformity to Christ’s 
image, we may glorify God and even- 
tually enjoy Him in the bliss of a 
timeless eternity. 

Time worketh,

As the Son of man He was made 
flesh and dwelt among us. He was in 
the likeness of sinful flesh, with hu- 
man blood running through His veins, 
subjected to sufferings and tempta- 
tions as other men who live in the 
body of flesh. He wept. He hungered. 
He thirsted. He wearied with travel. 
He ate and slept as other men, and 
Isaiah called Him the “man of sor- 
row, acquainted with grief.” 

As the Son of God He was a Creator, 
supporter, and preserver of all things. 
His blood bought the Church. He 
triumphed as the Savior and judge of 
men, and is called the Lord from 
heaven. 


On the virgin birth of Christ de- 
pend our faith, hope, experience, and 
future. If He was not divinely begot- 
ten of God, our faith is in vain, our 
hopes are blasted, and the Christian 


religion is a fake. 

We accept the doctrine of the virgin 
birth of Christ, not as a theory, but 
as a fact, with faith in God and the 
Bible. Then as further evidence we ac- 
cept the experiences of millions of 
Christians over a period of nearly two 
thousand years. Their history, their 
life, and their death is substantiating 
evidence to our faith and hope. Then 
when we think of what Christianity 
and the Church has done for the 
world, civilizing and educating the na- 
tions where Christian light has been 
allowed to shine, we see the great dif- 
ference when we compare it with the 
heathen.
